Applicant's arguments filed March 8, 2004, have been fully considered but they 
are not deemed to be persuasive. 

Applicant argues that none of the prior art swash plates rotate relative to the 
pistons and relative to the drive shaft. This argument is moot, since these limitations are 
not claimed in claim 12. Furthermore, all of the references used to reject the claims, 
have swash plates that rotate relative to the pistons and relative to the drive shaft. 

It is understood that applicant copied the proposed claim 1 written in the last 
office action. The proposed claim 1 was written to overcome the 1 12 rejection only, and 
was not written to be allowable over the art of record. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 



Claims 1, 5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by German 3,420,529. The through hole is in the axially movable sleeve 
(55). 

Claims 1, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Leduc et al. The through hole is supported by a pin (10), mounted on or 
in a bearing shaft. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kayakawa et al. The pin (15) supports the swash plate by the through hole, and is 
mounted on a bearing shaft (11) 

Conclusion 

Claims 2-4, 6 and 9-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
